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REMARKS 

Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for considering the present application. Claims 1~ 
30 are pending in the application. Claim 1-10 and 17-30 have been canceled. Applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner for reconsideration of the rejections. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claim 1 1 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) as being unpatentable over Turnbull et 
ah (U.S. Pat. No. 6,166,698). Applicants respectfully traverse. 

Claim 1 1 recites three elements that form a portable antenna assembly for communicating 
with the satellite. The portable antenna assembly includes a connector, a transmission wire 
coupled to the connector, and an antenna element coupled to the transmission wire, said antenna 
element sending and receiving signals from the satellite. 

The Examiner points to Figure 3 of the Turnbull reference and column 6, lines 6-26. 
Applicants agree that an antenna 50 is illustrated in Figure 3. A transmission wire 85 is also 
shown in Figure 3. However, there is no teaching or suggestion of a connector coupled to the 
transmission wire. In fact, an antenna connector 84 is illustrated in Figure 3. The antenna 
connector 84 couples the antenna 50 to the circuit board 82. Transmission wire 85 appears to be 
directly connected to the circuit board and not to the antenna connector 84. Therefore, each and 
every element of claim 1 1 is not found in the Turnbull reference. That is 3 there is no connector 
coupled to a transmission wire. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner for 
reconsideration of claim 11. 

Claims 11, 12, and 14-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by 
Raymond et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,579,367). Applicants respectfully traverse. 
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The Examiner points to Figure 1 of the Raymond reference. Applicants admit that a 
parabolic dish antenna with a motor is illustrated. The Examiner points to column 2, lines 29-64 
for the teachings. However, it should be noted that the present claims are directed to a portable 
antenna assembly. It does not appear that the Raymond reference teaches a portable antenna 
assembly. Therefore, there is no teaching or suggestion for a transmission wire coupled to a 
connector. With respect to claims 12, 15 and 16, it appears these claims are also allowable for 
the same reasons set forth above with respect to claim 1 1 . 

With respect to claim 14, there is no teaching or suggestion for a mechanically-steered 
and electronically-shaped beam in the Raymond reference. It appears that the Raymond 
reference merely mechanically steers the beam but does not electronically shape the beam. 
Therefore, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of claim 14 for these reasons and the 
reasons set forth above with respect to claim 1 1 , 

Claims 11 and 13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Runyon 
et al (U.S. Pat, No. 6,864,837), Applicants respectfully traverse. 

The Runyon reference is directed to a wireless base station antenna and not to a portable 
antenna assembly as is set forth in the present application. The Examiner points to Figures 1 and 
3 of the Runyon reference for teaching a phased array antenna and a transmission wire not shown 
in a number. The antenna illustrated in the Runyon reference is not directed to a portable 
antenna assembly for communicating with the satellite. In fact, there is no teaching or 
suggestion for communicating with the satellite, but rather with fixed terrestrial base stations that 
are mounted on a pole 14 as illustrated in Figure 1. Therefore, there is no teaching for a 
connector and a transmission wire coupled to the connector. Therefore, each and every element 
of the claims is not found in the Runyon reference. Applicants do not believe that the connector 
is inherent in the system since it is not a portable system. 
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Applicants, therefore, respectfully request the Examiner to reconsider the rejection of 
claim 1 1 under the Runyon reference and claim 1 3 for at least the same reasons.
